W ashington, 
J u ly' 16.— President 
Wilson today took steps to smooth 
a wa y at lea st part of the friction ex­ 
isting between

He directed tha t invita tions be sent 
to the Democratic

leaders of both the sena te and house 
to visit him a t their convenience at 
the White House. 
The president will 
urg e tha t this invitation be g enera lly 
accepted. 
It is the

House officia ls said, to have all sena ­ 
t e s and 
representa tives 
g et 
into 
" uch with the president, explain their 
g rieva nces if they have any and see 
whether personal 
conta ct will 
not 
wipe out many diftenpences which ac­ 
tua lly have no apparent reason for 
existing . All of the Republican leaders 
including Sena tors Lodge and 
Knox 
are to be included in the invitation. 
W hether they come or not will be en­ 
tirely up to them. 
However, so fa r as 
the president is concerned, adm inistra ­ 
tion officia ls said today tha t 
he is 
very anxious tha t all ca uses of fric­ 
tion be removed and everything pos­ 
sible be done to g et the United Sta tes 
back on a peace footing in all branches 
of the government. 
The first senator invited under the 
new rule wa s George E. Chamberlain 
of Oregon.

The president, his confida nts declared 
today is very a nxious tha t he be not 
placed into the position of having to 
exercise his veto power as a weapon 
a g a inst congress. 
He wa nts to avoid 
this as much a s possible and there- , 
fore is perfectly w illing to discuss 1 
leg isla tion in all of its pha ses with 
authors of prospective laws in advance 
of congressional action.

FIFTY STRIKERS 
HURT IN BATTLE 
WITH POLICEMEN 


New York, J uly 16.— In a series o f 
ba ttles between striking marine work­ 
ers and policemen ea rly today, more 
than 50 strikers were pa infully injur­ 
ed and five were placed under a rrest. 
Shortly a fter m idnight 200 strikers 
burst through the g a tes of the Ward 
line pier and dragged fort'v seamen 
from the decks of the steam er Morro 
Castle. 
Tw enty policemen 
ch a rg el 
the strikers with nig ht sticks, routed 
them in a sharp fig h t and rescued the 
non-union men. 
Three hundred strikers made a n­ 
other a ttem pt ito rush aboard tw o 
other ships of the Ward line and were 
on the point of succeeding when police 
reserves arrived and drove them back.

The tank corps wanted to com­ 
mission him a few weeks a fter we got 
into hostilities and the a ircra ft sec­ 
tion followed shortly afterward. 
“ But Edsel did not want to strut 
aiound in a uniform or sit in a swivel 
chair. 
He wanted to be a doughboy. 
I have many ideals and w ishes I want 
to be carried out and that- 
coupled 
with the fact that he wa s really doing 
a m an’s work tha t could not be dupli­ 
cated, kept him out of the army leg i­ 
tim a tely.”

service w a s made just before he re­ 
sumed the stand today in the tria l of 
his libel suit a g ainst the Chicago Tri­ 
bune. 
On the w itness stand Ford during 
Hie tria l today called him self a “ mur­ 
derer.” 
“ You characterized everybody who 
advocated preparedness as doing it for 
the purpose of making money out of 
it, didn’t you? ” Attorney 
Stevenson 
asked him. 
“ I advocated preparedness,’* Ford 
answered. 
“ Over-preparedness, you said,” sta t­ 
ed Stevenson. 
‘No- I advocated preparedness a fter 
we g ot into the war,” Ford declared. 
“ I am ta lking about 1915 and 1916.”

“ I w a s a murderer just as well as 
anybody else,’’ the w itness replied. 
“ You w ere a murderer ”

lamentations are restricted to cer­ 
tain hours and places.

times the mourner must bare his 
breast and jump up and down. 
If 
mourning for a distant relative, it is 
sufficient for him to pretend to jump. 
Consolation is also meted out by the 
rule. 
The "Li-Ki” mentions 
a woman 
named King Kiang, who was so well 
[bred that, having lost her son and bus 
band, she mourned for her son day 
and night, and for her husband by day 
only. 
Irregularity in ceremonial 
as to

favor. (bat the Li-Ki observes: 
“It Is better not to mourn at all than 
mourn after an improper fashion aud 
in improper dress.”

HE making of olive oil is quite a 
simple process, but one calling 
for the exercise of the greatest care 
and cleanliness to produce the best 
results. The 
fruit 
is 
first 
lightly 
pressed in stone mills almost identi­ 
cal with those used In ancient times, 
Indeed French oil makers attribute 
much of their success to the 
ontin- 
ued use of these simple old-time con­ 
trivances. 
The result of the first pressing is 
the virgin oil of premier quality. A 
second operation with added pressure 
but still not enough to c rush the pit 
of the olive produces an excellent 
oil of second quality. A third opera­ 
tion with strong pressure of the mill 


crushes the fruit and the pits of the 
olives, and results in oil of third qua­ 
lity. 
The residuum of these operations 
is boiled in water the osl being skim­ 
med from the surface. 
This gives a 
Brill lower quality of olive oil which 
sells, of course, at a lower price 
than the others. 
What remains after 
all these processes is generally allow­ 
ed to ferment, the resulting oil being 
used for lubricating purposes and for 
I soap 
making. 
Sometimes 
however, 
j the mass of pulp, instead of being a1 
lowed to ferment, is pressed into 
cakes and is used for food for cattle, 
when ordinary fodder is scarce or 
high priced.

So our little Siamese friend 
just runs down to the foot of the 
ladder—for the house is built on posts 
—to a large jar of water with a cocoa­ 
nut shell dipper. There she washes 
her face by throwing the water over 
tier hands and rubbing them over her 
face. She needs no towel, for the 
water Is left to dry. She does not 


brush her teeth for they are stained 
black by chewing the betel nut. Her 
hair does not require commug either, 
f o r it is all shaved except a little tutt 
on the top of the head, and that is 
tied In a little knot and not very often 
combed. 
After breakfast is over, the children 
go off and find some pleasant place in 
which to play. The girls play at keep­ 
ing house and make dishes of clay 
dried in the sun. 
Little images of 
clay washed with lime are their only 
dolls. 


The boys in Siam are very fond of 
pitching coins, and spend much of 
their time in this game. 
They play 
leap-frog and very often jump the rope. 
Now that so many foreigners are in 
Siam, they have learned to play mar­ 
bles too. 
As the streets in Siam are almost 
all rivers and canals, the Siamese 
boys and girls early learn to row, and 
paddle their little boats almost as 
soon as they learn to swim, which they 
do when they are only four or five 
years old. 


FRESH WATER FROH THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA

AHREIN Island, in the Persian 
Gulf, is said to be lbs hottest 
place on earth. It is there we find 
the thermometer at lie degrees Fah­ 
renheit. On tho coast, of this island, 
where practically al* the people live, 
there is re fresh water, whlcn is need­ 
ed above nil things in so seething a 
temperature.

rain are springs of pure frech water. 


These springs well up through the 
rand to mingle with the salt water of 
tho sea. It would seem a difficult 
task to find these throads of fresh 
water amid tho ocean's volume, but 
the thirsty islanders are thought to 
have found them agas ago and to have 
passed on their location from genera­ 
tion to generation. 
A diver e coirs himself with a water 
Lag he hue made of skiis, the mouth 
of which is closed, aud descends to 
the hot'om of the harbor at a point 
where one of the springs issues. The 


bag Is carefully Inverted over the 
current of fresh water as it flows from 
the sand, the mouth 1b Bhut fast mid 
the diver returns to the boat awaiting 
him on tho surface. 
One scientist gives it as his belief 
thai at some period In the shadowy 
past that which is now the harbor’s 
bottom was not touched by the sea. 
I he springs were then on the shore 
a id ready for the Islander’s need. Lit­ 
tle by little the sea encroached on the 
land, but the location cf tho wonder­ 
ful springs was not forgotten.

»-.nd offers to b's guest fruit with 
stones or pits, such as peaches and 
cherries, the guest must put the pits 
ia his pocket, in order not to appear 
to refuse anything the host is good 
enough to offer. 
If a melon is served, the manner 
of cutting depends upon the taste 
to which the cutter belongs. 
Sentiments are regulated by cus­ 
tom, as well as by their expression. 
Thus, if in the course of a visit, re­ 
freshments are offered to the guest 
he must drink the first cup “with 
an air of profound thought, the second 
with a satisfied expression." 
The “Li-Ki” has many pages devot­ 
ed to the ceremonial of mourning. 
Grief must attain its height at the re­ 
turn from the funeral. 
The code says; “When a father has 
died, the son must seem to be roin- 
pletely overwhelmed; when the body 


has been placed in the coffin he should 
cast around him rapid glances of af­ 
fliction as if he sought for some­ 
thing be could not find. 
After the 
burial he should appear uneasy and 
alarmed as if waiting for someone 
who does not come. At the end cf 
the first year of mourning, he should 
appear sad; at the end of the second 
year uneasy. 
lam entations are restricted to cer­ 
tain hours and places. 
At certain 
times Hie mourner must 
bare his 
breast and jump up and down. 
If 
mourning for a distant relative, it is 
sufficient for him to pretend to jump. 
C onsolation is also meted out by the 
rule. 
The 
“Li-Ki" 
mentions 
a 
woman 
named King Kiang, who was so well 
(bred that, having lost ber son and hus­ 
band. she mourned for her son day 
aud night, and for her husband by day 
only. 
Irregularity 
in ceremonial 
as 
to 
mourning, is regarded with such dis­ 
favor. that the Li-Ki observes: 
“It is better not to mourn at all than 
mourn after an improper fashion aud 
in improper dress."

The rest ilium of these operations 
is boiled in water tho oil bein" -dim ­ 
med from the surface.

still lower quality of olive u:i which 
sells, of course, at a lo wet 
price 
than the others. 
W hat remains af** r 
all these processes is generally allow­ 
ed to ferment, the resulting oil being 
used for lubricating purposes and for 
soup 
making.

however, 
the mass of pulp, instead of being al­ 
low'ed to ferment, is 
press* d into 
cakes and is used for food for cattle, 
when ordinary fodder is scarce or 
high priced.

can expect over the state, the total 
am ount of wheat harvested in Ohio 
will fall f a r short of the estim ate,” 
said county Agent Prince iii a..sta te r 
mcnt given out this morning. “Yields 
so fa r reported have been running 
fiom twelve to twenty-seven bushels, 
with the bulk of them below tw enty. 
The probable 
average 
of 
Greene 
County wheat will be no g reater than 
it w as last year when the yield for 
the county ran about eighteen bushels 
per acre. 
The yield has been so reduced by 
diseases, insects 
and dry 
w eather 
th at the wheat simply isn’t yielding as 
folks predicted. 
This is a serious proposition from 
the standpoint 
of the farm er. 
It 
costs more to harvest 
w heat 
this 
year than it did 
last. 
W ages 
are 
higher, it has taken more labor to 
handle the heavy straw, and the ex- j 
pense for twine etc., has been g reater 
se th a t the net return to the fa rm e r 
will be less than on last seasons crop. 
It takes a man who has never seen 
a farm to figure a profit on w heat 
when it yields under tw enty bushels 
to the acre, 
lf one will stop and set 
down the charges fo r the following 
items he will soon find th a t it costs 
approxim ately forty dollars to p ro ­ 
duce an acre 
of wheat. 
Man and 
horse labor, depreciation on m achin­ 
ery. seed, fertilizer, twine, threshing, 
m arketing costs, ren t on land and in­ 
terest on the money invested. 
Most people think the nrice which 
farm ers receive for their w heat is all 
clear money. 
Such is not the case. 
The only way the average fa rm e r of 
Greene copntv will be able to arrive 
at a profit on his wheat this y ear will 
be to fig ure his own labor a t less than 
the current price. 
F igu re it out fo r 
yourself. 
Good seed wheat should sell at a 
premium this fall, for the m ajority 
or our wheat will not be fit for seed. 
The w heat from a field w here 
the 
Yield has been satisfactory should not 
be used for sowing th is fall. 
Most 
of the wheat in such fields will be 
infected with disease which will be 
transm itted to next years crop. 
The best way to g et good seed is 
to secure it from a field w here the 
yield has been good. 
Even this seed 
should he 
thoughly 
screened 
and 
treated w ith formaldehyde, ju st to in­ 
sure next years crop. 
The farm bureau is m aking an at-* J; 
tem pt to learn of fields where t h e ! *
